'RACTICAL HINTS ON GROWING STRAWBERRIES,

The growing of strawberries on a 


commercial scale, and als<? for home 
consumption, is an 
enterprise 
that 


should be given considerable attention 
n this section. 
Sandy, or gravelly loams are the best 


soils for the growing of strawberries. 
Heavier soils can be prepared by barn- 
yard manures or green soiling crops. 


The soil Should be properly leveled 


so as! to give an even distribution -of 
water without flooding the plants or 
fruit. 
The soil should be properly prepared 


by deep, fall plowing 
and 
another 


plowing inHthe early spring. If alfalfa 
KEQurjd is used, the fall plowing should 
je four or five inches to cap the ai- 
falfa plants and then plowed again 
n the spring aa deep as possible. The 
soil should then be settled to a firm 
seed bed. 


The u?e of barnyard manures is not 


recommended for plowing under un- 
ess it "is well rotted. The top ,dress- 
ng method is the better plan, espe- 
cially when fresh manures are used. 
Her.'manure, if applied Judiciously, can 
be used by top dressing. 


Plant in AprH or May, , 


The best time for "planting-is in April- 


or May. so that the plant will get well 
established before winter and have 
time to grow young plants to thicken 
:he rows by means of the runners. 
Only young, thrifty plants should be 
used. * These can be detected from the 


! ones by the roots. A yotmg plant 


was yellow roots, while those that are 
diseased and old ones have black roots.- 


In setting the plants In the vegetable 


garden for home use, plants should be 
set 12 to 15 inches apart, in rows 30 
inches apart. "It large berries are de- 
sired, these, plants can be kept to a 
single hill by cutting all the runners 
off; but for commercial growing, It Is 
best to grow them in the solid row. 
For commercial growing it te advisable 
to^plant them In rows 36 inches- apart 
and 15 to IS inches In the row. 


The plants should be given thorough 


cultivation' throughout 
the 
season, 


working tbe soil to the plants a trine 
so as to cover the runners so they may 
take root and forn\ new plants. " The 
plants should be Irrigated every 10 
days -or two weeks throughout the aea- 
Enn. and especially should be given a 
good wetting before the mulch is ap- 
pliecT for the winter. 


r'oarep straw or strawy manure tan 


be uspd for a ttiluch. This should not 
be applied so tnirk as to smother the 
plants, and not so lightly that 
the

Use of Barley or Millet. 


For a sanriv soil that blows, or in 


localities where the mulch must be 
weighted down to keep it from, blowing 
away, barley .or millet can be sowed 
in with the plants in August and then 
thoroughly cultivated.. This will grow 
tip 3<»ftii" 16 x>r—2^ itt^^es^-^b^f^r*-—rbe 
frost 'kills .it down.

the freshness better and keep longer. 


The .strawberry beds should .be :re,- 


newed every third year. .A good plnn 
Is to: follow a crop rotation. After tbe 
bed has been-planted two years, plant 
an area equal to one-third of the old 
bed to, new 'plants; plowihur up-a: like 
amount of the old bed in the fall, after 
th* last picking:, and follow this plan 


each succeeding year. The old 
are manured and plowed deep and 
cropped the following season to corn 
or vegetables.

We ^ak* 
this statement on the authority of a recent- 
ly published report of the Federal Bureau 
of Education, which gives ihe .name, salary 
ajjd other data concerning school superin- 
tendents in every town and^ city in the 
United States of more than 5,000 popula- 
tion. Indeed, there is scarcely a city in the 
country of more than 20,000 people which 
'does not pay its school superintendent at 
least $4,000 a year. 


It is. true that Mr. Cole had, as the Tele- 


graph said in its news report, received two 
or three offers from eastern cities, at sal- 
aries a thousand dollars or more In excess 
of the amount he received here. 
He has 


been by far the most efficient superin- 
tendent we have ever had, and the Board 
felt wholly justified in renewing the con- 
tract at a higher figure. 
But befdre doing 


so its members consulted with a number of 
disinterested citizens, all of whom are large 
taxpayers, and their advice was uniformly 
to renew the contract at the increased 
salary. 


We have no comment to make on the 


Maris matter except that it is reasonable to 
assume that the School Board and the 
School Superintendent are the best judges- 
of ihe fitness of the principals. 
The fact 


that six citizens, including the newspaper*" 
editor who is stirring up all this huUaballoo,

OUR POPULATION 


THF number of names in the 1913 City 


Directory for Colorado Springs, Coloiado 
Qh, Manitou and the suburbs, exclusive of 
those of firms and corporations, will be 
about 17,000. The usual rule of compilers 
of directories is to multipIjTihe number of 
names by-either two and a half or two and 
a fourth to obtain the population. 
In one 


case this would-give the Pikes Peak region 
a population of 42,500, and in the other 
case it would be 38,250. 


Estimates of populations made in cily 


directories are usually discredited, but there 
is good reason for believing that even the 
larger of these two figures is not far wrong 


if, indeed, it is wrong at all.

29,000. Avhich did not include the people 
living in RoMv-elt, Ivywild, the Stiatton 
Park district and other outlying poittons.

S5,000,1100'yearly.

W hile this city has long realized the need of a Pied 


Piper, the rats until now have been little molested, so 
that experts now declare that ihe local rat population is 
the largest:in the countn.

recognized that the onh efficient protection is to be 
found in an organized warfare which shall have for its 
object the achievement of a ratless city. Dealers in one 
of the city's largest markets report that the place is so 
overrun at night with rats that it is necessary to turn 
loose- the largest possible number of their natural enemies. 
In the war which is now being planned by the women, it 
is proposed to make extensive use of ferre'ts, since,they 
have come to be regarded as the most effective agency 
in freeing the city from-the great financial loss which the 
rats nou exact every year.
